Val-ue of Immigration. 

Probably no countrj iu tho world owes 
more to immigration thnu tho United 
States. Perhaps ia none arc greater ef- 
forts mftda to obtaiu and utilize popiila- 
tiou. Up to tho year 1820 there ai)i>oar 
to have beou no offlciiil records BhoM iii(< 
tho annual iufbix. Since then tho currout 
has boen continuoiiH though sonioMrhiit 
varied, riaing from 8,385 iu 1820 to -1127.- 
833 in 1854. A material dccliiio marked 
tlietida of 'immigration, diiring tlio throe 
or four years \ immediately preceding tho 
•war between North tmd South, when it foil 
below one hundred thousand. With tho 
ro-establishment of peace, tho rolunio of 
the tido of imuiigratiou mpidly increas- 
ed, rising in 1865 to 2-11), 091, and in 1S(50 
to 396,922. It appears that during I ho 
half coniury ending 1870 no fewer tlian 
7,553,865 foreign immigrants -were added 
to the population of the United States. 
It would, indeed, be difficult to approxi- 
mate tho monoy value of this popuhitiou. 
"Wo have seen population oHtiniatod as 
high as fourteen hundred dollars por 
adult, by American autiiorition. it must 
Le admitted that such an estimate is of 
too consequential a character to bo worth 
much. Others, again, haToput the average 
capital value of each immigrant at $HQO. 
Accepting this estimate, and it will bo 
found that the total incroniont to tho na- 
tional wealth of the United Slates from 
this source would amount to over six 
thousand millions of dollars, or npail/ 
double the national debt of Great Erilaiu. 
"^J^en one refLocts that of all those mil- 
libns entering the United States, oou- 
sidorably more than one-half are from tlio 
British Isles, it does seem inexplicable 
that no efTort deserving tho name has bean 
put forward with a viow to gnidinj,' Bri- 
tish emigration into tho British Colonics. 
It is at last admitted that Canada i)ro.^eiits 
ft field at least equal to the United States. 
The Canadian prairies m6 as near and just 
about aa e«8ily reached. And yot Canada 
gets onl^ about ton per cent. of the Jb'itinh 
population seeking a homo in tho Now 
World. Tho caTiso of thi.s extraordinary 
condition is not dillicnlt to undcr.itaud, 
however. Tho United States employ, 
with energy and skill, the rational means. 
Canada, until quite recently, has not 
made an oiTort. There aro not wanting 
eigns of a very thorough awaking' on her 
part to the importance of sccnrini,' a full 
share of the westward stream of popida- 
tion; but whether that oflbrt will bo of 
that thorough character which can alono 
hope to compete with neighboring effort 
remains to be seen. It does ssom strange 
tliat Canada does not lind in the parent 
Empire a liearty coadjutor in this woi-k; 
for surely it cannot be denied tliat there 
is a community of interest iu the matter. 
But whether it must bo done jointly or 
single-handed, Canada's great work is to 
obtain population. 

Nobility of Labor. 

■ Apart altogether from what some 
'nilght, perhaps, be disposed to regard as 
mere sentimentality, thinking persons 
will see good in most of thoae niovemcnts 
which conspiro to vindicate the rif,dits of 
Labor by freeing it from tho iron and in- 
exorable heol of Capital. V.'hat have Ijeou 
all tlio "trades unions," tho "stiikes," 
even tho "servant gal-isms," bnt a prote.^t 
on the part of Labor against the too grind- 
ing exactions of Capital ? Tho battle lias 
boon going on for years, until now we sen 
tho hours of work mat<n-ially shortenod 
and tho rate of romuneral ion more than 
doubled, so that it can no lon(.;or ho .said 
of tho working man that he lies down to 
sleep and risos up to toil. Labor can 
now have its hours of i-cst and pleasure. 
In all revolutions there is more or loss in- 
convenience and tome interests mu't 
sntlor; and the presont is no cxee|itioii. 
I!ut whore the ultimate r.'.sult is lioiirlit 
to tho many, one i-.m ail'ord to (jwrlook 
transient inconvonieneo. It is not till 
Labor shall have assorted its rights and 
established a fair basis of remuneration in 
all the groat centres of civilization that 
thcKO incon veiiioncos to tnele and iiidnstry 
can be expeetod to dis,".| i-. llul wIkmi 
onco a jirojii'r halam'e shall have hren n.s- 
tablished l)etw(t.'n Labor and ('aiiiiai, 
ihoro can 1)0 no ([UPstiuii tliat tho po'Mli m 
of tho former will bo greatly impro.. '!. 
No thinking person, looking at tho snhj et 
free from the mists exhaleil by class jire- 
judicos, could have faili^d tos^e that too 
great a gulf has si'jjar.il e,l tli^' two ;:r.'.it 
classes of human soeiety. 'I'iie w..rlu'n,i; 
man in England, for inslmiec, hail been 
ground down until only in name wn^ liis 
condition less intolerable than that (<f al)- 
Boluto slavery. It is not tlie least hripeful 
feature of Canadian leyl-kuion tli;it it 
aims at giving E.ibor its true ])ositici!i. 
Es))ocially in tluH true iu nv^'ard to A,L;!i- 
cnltnro. Thua Vi-e lind eiiile;,'os Iieing es- 
tablished for itnii.-ii-t in;-' a tlioneiirli know- 
ledge of sciontilie farming'. Le! Caiiail.i 
seek to enoblo Labor, especially tll.■^t 
of the farm, and her reward is <'ertain. 
Eailuro in this constitnt(\s the weak point 
in the (dd I'hniiiro. 'Tocdcvale and eiliieat.' 
tho working (dasse" is tho surest, ro.ail to 
national groatnesi; In tliis respect a eeun- 
try cannot boj;in too sof)n. ln<loiHl, to 
begin young iw to make the work an easy 
one. Lot it be the aim of 15rilisli Coliiiii- 
bia to enoblo honest Labor, <Mlnealo and 
elov.ito working classes. II is in this way 
that she will most surely lay tho foiiuda- 
tions of her own greatness.

The Violation of the Consti-' 
tution Aot< 

EDiTon Colonist:— Our Constitution 
Act seems to bo a very cloor document, 
printed in plain, common bqupo English, 
HO that those who run may read and inter- 
pret every claiiHO, word and aontonco. 
XovcrtholoHS it appears that Mr. UcCoa- 
mos, our newly iledgud Premier and Pre- 
sident of tho 'Executive Council, claims 
tho right to exercise the functions of his 
oflico under Responsible Government 
without tha »p])roval or consent of his 
constituents. This, undoubtedly, is one 
of the grossefft instances of U8nr[)ation of 
power in tho history of free Oovorumonts, 
and tlie first on record in any Provinoo of 
tho Dominion. Now our Constitution 
Act vests tho Governor with power to ap- 
point such persons as he thinks fit to bo 
the Exceutivo Council of tho Province, 
bnt not to exceed live in number, and in 
tho Hrst. instance it shall includo tli« I'ro- 
viiieial Hi'crolary, tho Attorney-Oouoral 
and (.;hiof Commissioner of Lands and 
Works. Those three oflieos should bo 
filled before tho Governor had any 
power to appoint tho two additional mom- 
liora of the Executive OoUueil, according 
to seeti(uis 3 and -1 of the Constitution. 
Section 8 of tho Act restrains the holder.i 
of ofliees of emolument from bein.g elected 
to the House of Assembly, and makes a 
provisional erceiition, also, to the live 
members of the Eseoutive Gounoil with- 
out distinction as named in Sections 3 and 
•1 of tlu? ('(institution unless they bo cloct- 
od while holdin.g such ollieca, otherwise 
thoy would lio disijualilied to sit or vote 
in the Assembly as well as all othor class- 
ics of persona mentioned in; Chiusos 8, 
9, 10 and 11; and under Clause 12 ho is 
subject to a penalty of $500 for each day 
ho has sat or voted; for tho very nature of 
our Constitution ])rovides that the rejn'O- 
•sentativo of tho Crown can havo no Cabi- 
net Minister to sit or vote in tho Parlia- 
ment of tho Province without tlio consent 
and sanction of the people, otherwise 
there would be no responsibility under 
our form of Government. Section 32 of 
tho Act, which refers to the resignation of 
Exe-cutivo ollicors without Tac^tillg their 
seats liy tho aeoeptanco of any othor oflico 
within one month, provided thoy still re- 
main members of the Exocutivo Council, 
draw.s no distinction between any niember 
of tlie E-xocutive, for it distinctly uses tho 
words ' 'or holding mw other oflico, or who 
is a member of tho Executive Council." 
Laii;-,'uaf;e cannot bo moro oxprossivo than 
this, and hero, again, 1 may refer to 
Clause 8, which makes no distinction bc- 
tM-een the members of the Cahinet so far 
as (li'tpialifying them from sitting or vo- 
ting in the llon.sc of Assembly except they 
are idcc'lod while holding olBoe. 

This scorns to bo tho very essence of the 
responsibility of tho Ministry to tho peo- 
ple, and tho only safeguard which wo pos- 
sess against an obnoxious por.son or per- 
sons entering the Executivo Council of 
the Province by an ai^poiatmant from tho 
Ciovcrnor. It is tho great constitutional 
check upon His Honor tho Liontonant- 
Govornor for the Constitution provides 
no jiortfolio for either of the Ministers of 
the Crown; that can onh' bo looked upon 
an in expectancy, for in reality there aro 
no portfolios iu existence, so tliat tho 
whole of the members of the Executivo 
Council may work witht ut pay as well as 
tho i'roinier and set their constituent.s al- 
so at delianco. This is tho rotten doc- 
trine laid down by Mr. DeCosino.'!. 

Now, I said that the i>o\Ter is 
vested in tho Governor alone to 
apjjoint tho members of tho Executivo 
I Council to tho oflices of public trust whicli 
they hold and that power is secured to 
him uiulor section 45 of the Act; but he 
is tied down by sections 3 and 4 to aji- 
point "ill t!if Jirff ins/dnc/' tiio oflieors 
n.Mnoil in those two sectional, and this he 
has faileil to do although it is [dain 
oiiongh, and is tho only distinction m.^do 
lietween tho five members of tho Execu- 
tive throughout the entire Con.?titution 
Act. Put ti!0 Act jirovide.s that the mem- 
bers of tlis Assrmiily who ueeoi)t those 
Mi ni.itcrial ollleorj vacitc their scats by so 
doi'.i;-,' ail laid d.uwn iu stTtion with jt- 
Bjieel to members forfeiting their seats in 
certain oases; and aftor reciting various 
causes occur tho words, "Or any member 
of the A330mldy,by nrrrj>/in</ uivr (>i/i<>; tho 
seat of such momhor shall lie vacated and 
IX writ shall forthwith he i^isnod for a new 
election as if lio was naturally di\id." 

No wolds were c,cr used iu the l^nglisli 
language having a clearer or uaoro definite 
nn aning. Coupling this with •ection 3(') 
( <f tho Constitution, which says, "If any 
vacancy hafipens in the Assomhly by the 
de.-Jh of any member, or liy his accepting 
anyolliee, tiio Speaker, on bci ng informecl 
of such vacancy by any mombor of tlio 
Asspinbly in his place, or by notice in 
writing under tho hands and seals of any 
tv. o members of the House, shall forthwitii 
address his warrant to tho Registrar of the 
Supremo Court for tho is.suo of a now 
wi-it for the election of a laeiiiher to fill 
tho vacancy, and a new \\ rit shall issue 
aia'<)nlin!;ly." 'J'hu.i, it appears, that up- 
on r. Speaker being otliciaUy informed 
(jf the fact that ^Ir. UeCJosmos lias been 
u])p(iiiiied to the olHce of Premier of this 
I'ro\ iuce and >;uzette(l as such he (?dr, 
S]>e.ikcr) lias no alloi'ua'ive but to issuo 
bis V. an ant f'lr the law is imiiorative lui 
this |)caul and construing tho entire 
('iiii"it ii nt ion Act as one chuise, no other 
concliirinu can bo arrived at. 

The whole proceeding in forming the 
New Cabinet wears a veil of mystery. A 
dangci-ou.s precedent has l>con ])roiiiul- 
l-cafed ill our midst -one that iiiiiy subvert 
I hi) lilierties of flie ijcoplo hj ignoring 
tlici i- ninloubted right to clind io who or 
what class of men sha.ll lie i iit ruKted with 
the ^,'ovenimont. It has |)laced a noody 
polit lean u)ion an inverted cono which 
will shortly wriggle from under him 
li.iiving him again to flounder in tho jdoH- 
lic.'d'mire, N.Y.G.

The Manchester Guardian says: With- 
in so short ft time after Mr. Stanley's ar- 
rival in Europe as to do credit to the acti- 
vity of the Piceaddilly establishment, 
?ilr. Hotten producod a chea]) volume, 
described on its title jiago as 'The Find- 
ing of Livingstone. By H. M. Stanley." 
It was generally known that the bucooss- 
ful travelling correspondent of tho Now 
York Herald had a book in preparation for 
thojiross, and Mr. Stanley com[)lainB that 
tho title which wo have ipiotod was cal- 
culotod cleverly to convey the iiiiprossion 
that he was the author and SMicliouor of 
the production which miulo so prompt nii 
appearance in shops and book stalls. Mr, 
Hotton retorts that the back of the work 
ctnisists of letters from 'Mr. Stanley pub 
liahod originally in the newspa]ier.i , and 
a])i)ears toask triumphantly w here is the 
unfairness of the terms in which it is 
directed ? 

Wo will not undertake the hopeless task 
of pointing out the unfairuoss to eyes to 
whioh it is not already jiorceptiblo. But 
justice is not even yet done to the re- 
sources and daring of -.Mr. Hotton's enter- 
prise. Ho has ,'ilso given to tho world a 
book cillod ''The Story of Henry M. Stan-

Green Food for Fowls. 

Tlio last roi'[iiisito in the sliapo fif diet 
is a regular sujjply of green food. 
Here, again, fowls kopt on grass will 
need no attention; but for birds pen- 
ned up, the daily provision of it is an 
absolute necessity, (.hough most begin- 
ners aro i,';'norant of it. Wo wcdl re- 
member, ill our own early ex])ericnceK, 
how our fowls died; wo could not, at 
first, tell why, and one fine buff Cochin 
cock, whoso only fault was a strong 
vulture hock, was in ])artieiilar greatly 
regretted. An experienced friend let 
UH into the secret, and after that we 
had no ditlieulty in keeping fowls, 
even where it is often said thoy cannot 
be kept in health — viz., in ayard paved 
with largo Hag stones. The best sub- 
stitute for natural grass is a largo, frosli 
truf, thrown in daily, to each four or 
live hens; and oven in towns it is often 
possible to ]inicnro this, by giving 
chiklron a few pence every wc^ek to 
keop lip a regular Bupply. Where 
turf is not allowed to bo taken, grass 
may be cut or pulled, liut in this case 
mnst be cut into green elialTwith shears 
or a elmlT nia!-!iino. The latter jdan iu 
how we actually inana.^ed for years, in 
a yard only sixty-seven by thirty-live 
feet, di'vided into six pens; paying 
some child a few ponce to bring fresli, 
cut grass daily, cut ting it up and mix- 
ing it with their soft meat. — "Wright's 
Book on Poultry."
